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Navy V-12 Drops 
Anchor On Campus 
For College Study 


Over 600 Bluejackets and 
Leathernecks arrived in town 
July 1, squared away 12 fraterni- 
ties, and started to work in the 
Navy-Marine college training 
program, which will eventually 
send every man who successfully 
completes the prescribed course 
through officer’s training school 
for commissions as second lieuten- 
ants and ensigns in the reserve 
corps. 

The mixture of men in the pro- 
gram is well scattered, with a 
score of trainees coming from ac- 
tive duty with the fleet, others 
direct from high schools, and over 
400 from many different colleges, 
including Penn State. It is not un- 
common to see men with three and 
four campaign bars sitting along 
the campus since Mount Nittany 
became the background for this 
new Navy-Marine station.
